LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARTCCT  CONDITIONS 
The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard- Times  of  January  5  states  as  follows: 

"Although  increased  inquiry  for  prices  was  reported  in  extra  staple 
cotton  markets  here  and  elsewhere  in  New  England  during  the  past  week, 
the  actual  trading   -as  not  lar-'a. 

"Prices  generally  moved  up,  somewhat.    Not  only  were  futures  tending 
higher,  but  the  basis  on  most  of  the  medium  and  extra  staple  lengths 
was  boosted  by  25  points  or  more.     This  n  s  chiefly  in  the  matter  of

The  Bureau  .of  the  Census  reports  mill  consumption  of  American-Egyptian 
cotton  during  the  month  of  December  .as  1,930  bales  of  500  pounds-  gross 
.weight,  compared  with  1,806  bales  in  November  and  2,170  b  les  in  October. 
The  mill  consumption  of  imported  Egyptian,  cotton  is  reported  as  having 
been  1,5.12  bales  in  December,  compared  with  4,29.  bales  in  November  and 
4,793  bales  in  October.
